The necessary qualities of a Grain Inspector are sound judgment, accuracy and a thorough knowledge of gr* 
as well as a general knowledge of the many different varieties and their respective milling values. 

A good light is essential to grading. The Inspection Department always uses a north light so there is 
north light is always steady.

When Men AU Over the World W ill 

Work But Three Days a Week 
At High Wages 

Prediction that men in the future 
all over the world will work but three 
days a week and be paid high wages, 
was made by Sir William Jowitt, 
Attorney-General of England, who 
with a group of distinguished Euro¬ 
pean jurists visited Baltimore re¬ 
cently. 

The Englishman said there will be 
ups and down# in the world-wide 
economic situation, but no permanent 
recovery until that time. 

Sir William, who has been an out J 
standing member of the Labor Gov¬ 
ernment since 1929, placed a share of 
the blame for England's unemploy- I 
ment situation on the Wall Street 
crash last fall. 

Speaking of the English situation, 
he said: “I believe the upturn is com¬ 
ing, and that England will be among 
the first to recover. 

“The upward trend in the immedi¬ 
ate future will result from depletion 
of stocks of goods turned out in the 
past and at a rate faster than that of 
world consumption, but the perma¬ 
nent cure will not come until there 
has been some adjustment,” he said. 
“I believe that men all over the 
world eventually will work but three 
days a week, but will be paid high 
wages in order that they may con¬ 
sume the goods they produce.”

Manual labor in all lines of industry has decreased. So 
ha$ the^ability to do hard work—at least it seems so! No¬ 
body would wish to return to those so calkd “gccd old 
days’’. They would have to work too hard. Mechaniza¬ 
tion of industry, motor transport and other progressive fac¬ 
tors have to some extent lessened the capacity or ability foi 
hard work and persistent effort, with the result that we find 
many trying to enjoy all the luxuries and benefits of an 
advanced civilization without making a corresponding ef¬ 
fort to earn them. 

The individual who is of real value in a community is 
he who will gladly share the responsibility of whatevei 
work may be necessary. It may be unpleasant sometimes, 
but if we only permit ourselves to do the pleasant things in 
life, then we will be on the downward grade. Life is real, 
and life is earnest, which many do not realize. They drift 
along with the thought smouldering in the far recesses ol 
their brains that they will muddle along somehow, and 
maybe things will come out alright. Gunpowder is needed 
to awaken some indolent people. 

The United States has tried Prohibition, and it is a 
dismal failure. Canada tried it, and was glad to adopt a 
system of government control on the sale of intoxicants. 
Again the advocates of a “bone dry” country are becoming 
busy in Alberta. We applaud their persistence, but after 
reviewing Canada’s experiences, and those of the United 
States, we conclude that the legislation they wculd enforct 
is ahead of the mind and will of the people. Its absolutelj 
true that you cannot govern without the consent of the 
governed. That is why Prohibition is ineffective acrosi 
the border. 

How many parents have read the review of school ex¬ 
aminations as published in this paper during the past two 
or three weeks? Many may have scanned it over and 
turned aside because it was dry reading; others may liavt 
been intensely interested to acquaint themselves with the 
information contained therein. It is a great help to f stu¬ 
dents if parents evince keen interest in their children’s 
course of studies, even though they may not know as much 
as the children. A responsibility rests on parents as well 
as teachers. Don’t lay the blame for your own neglect or: 
the shoulders of teachers if children are not making the 
progress that you think they should. Some of the blame 
may lie within the home. 


People often under-estimate their powers of acecm- 
plishment. Two weeks ago a young lady arrived in tovn, 
organized groups of people ranging in ages from five tc 
fifty, and put on a show which surprised those who won¬ 
dered how it could be done. 


It is a demonstration of tact and leadership. With the 
exception of those whose previous experience was a greal 
help, the greater number had never taken part in a musical 
show, yet they were able to furnish entertainment which 
acted as a tonic to the community, and provided a degree of 
pleasure to those taking part. 

With motor coaches now operating through the Crows 
Nest Pass to Cranbrohk, and a possible extension to Spo¬ 
kane, and with the inauguration of the air mail service over 
the Rockies next yeai;, activity will be quickened in Cole* 
man. It needs lots of it to put more life into things gen* 
arally. Coleman business men should bestir themselves to 
improve their service in eveiy way possible. Efforts are 
being made to have this town scheduled as a Stopping place 
for meals for the motor coaches, and also the 'Board of 
Trade is ambitious in trying to liave this made a point for 
air mail pick-up and delivery. The way to get these things 
is to use every effort to secure them. They will not come 
by sitting down and wishing for them. 

It is pleasing to note that International Coal Co. is 
embarking on a publicity campaign. It means valuable 
publicity not only for the coal company but for the town as 
a whole.

Economic Unity Of The Empire 


Within a few days the Imperial Economic Conference will be convened 
in London, England, and representatives of the British Government will sit 
down at the conference table with representatives of the self-governing 
Dominions and discuss matters of mutual concern to all members of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. 

It will be a momentous, an epoch-marking event in the history of the 
Empire. There have been Imperial Conferences in the past, but they have 
had to do with constitutional and political aspects of our Empire relation¬ 
ships. For the first time serious consideration is to be given to the 
economics, the trade and commerce of the Empire as a unit, and to the 
future lines of policy to be followed by each British nation in its trade 
relations with the Motherland and the other Dominions on the one hand, 
and with the rest of the world on the other hand. 

The Conference, therefore, will make history, and exert a profound 
influence on the future of each of the self-governing Dominions, the British 
Isles, the widely-scattered British colonies, in a word, the whole Empire, 
while at the same time its decisions will inevitably create a reaction in, and 
affect the policies of all other nations. A nation can no longer live unto 
itself alone. The adoption of any given policy by one of the major nations 
of the world in the present advanced state of our world civilization affects 
all other nations. They must take cognizance of it and govern themselves 
accordingly. And if this Is true of the action of any one nation, it is 
immeasurably more true of a great union of nations comprising one-quarter 
of the earth’s surface and more than one-quarter of the world’s population. 

The forthcoming Imperial Economic Conference is fraught, therefore, 
with great good or ill for the Empire. Today while politically and sentimen¬ 
tally one, it is divided economically, each individual self-governing unit 
treating each other in matters of trade much the same as they do foreign 
countries, and each coping singly with great economic problems which
